FIFTY-ONE people were arrested 
in early-morning raids as part of 
a crackdown on drug dealers in 
the borough. 

Greenwich’s Violent and Organised 
Crime Unit (VOCU), funded by 
Greenwich Council, led a series of 
raids involving 1,000 police officers 
who swooped on suspected pushers of 
class A and B drugs. 

The raids, code-named Operation 
Trazer, followed 18 months of 
investigation by the VOCU, which 
was set up to tackle violent and 
organised crime in the borough. 
Officers worked with six Greenwich 
Council departments to organise the 
raids on 45 addresses. 

The operation was also supported by 
specialist police units which meant 
the VOCU could simultaneously hit 
addresses across Greenwich and 
London. It is believed that a total of 
six criminal networks have now been 
dismantled with arrests made for a 
range of offences including supply 
of Class A and B drugs, money 
laundering, possession of counterfeit 
money, burglary, handling stolen 
goods and theft-related crimes. 

The council has committed £350,000 
to the VOCU to help it continue 
to target serious crime across the 
borough over the next year. 

Councillor Maureen O’Mara, the 
cabinet member for community 
safety, said: “The success of this

Orwell’s 
place 
in the 
boroug 


FOR the last 
couple of years 
I’ve been involved 
in a project with 
Greenwich Theatre 
around George 
Orwell. It’s called 
‘One Georgie 
Orwell’ and, as 
the title suggests, 
it’s a tribute from 
the terraces to the 
author of Animal 
Farm and Nineteen 
Eighty-Four, and 

- part of the reason 
why we’ve done it 

- so much more. 

It’s a kind of a 
cabaret with a 
narration, eight 
songs and, most 
importantly, 
Orwell’s own 
words on a range 
of topics from the 
Spanish Civil War 
to PG Wodehouse. 
One of the delights 
of the project 
was discovering 
that Orwell often 
stayed at a house 
in Crooms Hill, 
just up the road 
from the theatre. 
The house was 
owned by the 
brother of Orwell’s 
first wife, Eileen 
O’Shaughnessy, 
who, fascinatingly, 
wrote a poem - End 
of the Century, 

1984 - that was 
almost certainly 

a big influence on 
his last and great 
novel. Tragically, 
Eileen died 
during a routine 
operation, less 
than a year after 
the couple adopted 
a three-week old 
boy they named 
Richard Horatio 
Blair (Orwell was 
born Eric Arthur 
Blair), who was 
born in Greenwich, 


presumably 
Greenwich District 
Hospital. 

The other week 

I met Gavin 
Freeguard, a 
lovely young fella 
who works for the 
Orwell Prize - the 
annual award for 
political writing 

- at his office in 
Portobello Road. 
We had a good 
chat over coffee, 
Gavin having just 
finished collating 
last-minute entries 
for this year’s 
prizes, with a 
record-breaking 
213 books, 87 
journalists and 205 
bloggers. Among 
future plans is a 
prize competition 
for young writers 
aged 16-18 and, 
in my usual 
pushy fashion, I 
suggested that he 
would be welcome 
to pilot the scheme 
in Greenwich 
schools, colleges 
and attics next 
year as part of the 
Cultural Olympiad 
alongside the 2012 
Games and the 
borough attaining 
royal status. Gavin 
didn’t seem averse 
to the idea - or to 
the suggestion that 
we might, if the 
owner’s up for it, 
look into some kind 
of plaque for the 
house in Crooms 
Hill. Meanwhile, 
Google Orwell’s

Army’s famous allies join borough’s Nepalese celebrations

THE rousing sound of drums, 
horns and pipes rang out across 
Wellington Street, Woolwich. 
The Gurkhas and their fami- 
lies and friends were in town! 

The music officially wel- 
comed Mayor of Greenwich 
Barbara Barwick into the 
borough hall for the latest cel- 
ebrations to be hosted by the 
local Nepalese community. 

Its Community Empower- 
ment and Support Initiative 
(CESI) was set up four years 
ago to raise awareness of its 
nation’s culture and traditions 
- as well as widely proclaiming 
its brave Gurkhas’ 200-year-old 
links with the British Army.

Safety risk fine 
for warehouse 

A WOOLWICH warehouse has been fined 
£1000 for breaking health and safety 
laws. 

Topmost Food Ltd on the Woolwich 
Arsenal was also ordered to pay £500 in 
costs when the owners pleaded guilty to 
offences under health and safety at work 
laws during an appearance at Woolwich 
Magistrates Court on February 28. 

It followed an investigation by Greenwich 
Council, which found that staff had not 
been using appropriate equipment such 
as step ladders and fork lift trucks to 
store goods and found an employee 
climbing shelves without any assistance 
or apparatus. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, Greenwich 
Council’s Cabinet Member for 
Environment and Community Safety, 
said: “Greenwich Council takes its 
responsibility to deal with health 
and safety within the workplace very 
seriously. Individuals should be able 
to work without having their health 
and safety put at risk. We urge all our 
businesses to maintain regular health and 
safety checks to prevent any employees 
from being injured at work and to avoid a 
heavy fine or prosecution. We hope that 
the action we have taken will send out a 
clear message to all local businesses."

Out for the count 

Council helps you make sense of the Census

FORMS are now landing on residents’ 
doormats for the big Census - the 
massive nationwide population 
survey that takes place on Sunday, 
March 27 - and the time to start 
filling them in is right now! 


Every completed form helps decide how 
much money Greenwich receives from 
the government over the next ten years. 
So it’s vital that everyone fills in their 
form. 

Every seven people completing a form 
funds a nurse, and completed forms from 
11 people will pay for a teacher or a police 
officer. So it’s really important the forms 
are filled in and posted back to arrive on 
time. 

Cllr Peter Brooks, Greenwich 
Council’s deputy leader, told GT: 

“It’s never been more vital that 
residents realise just how important 
it is to fill in their census. We 
are seeing unprecedented cuts to 
budgets so it’s absolutely essential 
people return their census forms. 

“We need to make sure we get our 
fair share of grant aid, and that the 
census gives an accurate reflection 
of our local population. In these 
difficult times, when we are being 
asked to make substantial savings, 
every penny counts.” 

Cllr Brooks met residents at the Glyndon 
Community Centre in Woolwich. The 
community centre is gearing up to help 
people puzzling over their census forms. 

Ian Hounsome, who chairs the Glyndon 
and West Plumstead Housing Panel 
and the borough-wide housing panel 
of tenant reps, told GT: “There’ll be 
various meetings and functions across 
Greenwich where people can get their 
questions answered. For instance, we’ve 
already had help with a query from one of 
our older ladies about filling in the form 
because she’s just gone into hospital. It 
turns out she should still fill it in.” 

Residents can drop into local libraries, 
Children’s Centres, Neighbourhood 
Offices or Crown Buildings in Woolwich to 
get help in completing their census form 
at any time. A council census advisor is 
due to be around before the next meeting 
of the borough-wide housing panel at 
Woolwich Town Hall in Wellington Street 
tomorrow (Wednesday March 16). 

Ian said: “Anyone is welcome to come 
and to also stay for our meeting at 
6.30pm.” 


Eltham-born Ian 
added: “I suppose I must 
have filled out my first 
census about 40 years 
ago. I know it’s something we’ve got to 
do, and there’s help available if you get 
stuck. Borough services are important 
and this is a good way of finding out 
what’s needed. 

“For example, there was no real 
Nepalese community shown here at the 
time of the last census. Now there is a 
large one. Returns from the census will 
provide services for the people who need 
them.” 

The census is held every 10 years and is 
run in England by the Office for National 
Statistics. The aim is to get information 
to help plan, fund and deliver everyday 
services such as housing, education, 
healthcare and transport. But remember: 
Filling in a census form is compulsory - 
people can’t opt out. Anyone who refuses, 
or who just can’t be bothered, could face 
a fine.

Pupils first to visit new Olympic cycling circuit

GREENWICH youngsters were 
among the first to see action at the 

new London 2012 velodrome. 

Pupils from Middle Park, Alexander 
McLeod and Cardwell schools joined pu- 
pils from the other Olympic host bor- 
oughs for a visit to the newly-built cy- 
cling track. 

The 6,000-seat velodrome was unveiled 
by the Olympic Delivery Authority last 
month. 

During the Games 188 riders will com- 
pete in 10 cycling events over six days. 
After the Games a road cycle circuit and 
a mountain bike course will be added to 
the velodrome and a BMX circuit to pro- 
vide a cycling ‘hub’. It will include a cafe, 
changing rooms, a cycle workshop and 
storage for over 300 bikes. 

The Greenwich pupils visited the venue 
as part of the Construction Crew pro- 
ject, which enables pupils to visit Olym- 
pic Park sites and venues to learn about 
building site safety. 

Middle Park primary Year 5 pupils Ray- 
leigh Hackett and Morgan Turner were 
among the Construction Crew visitors for 
the launch to celebrate its completion 18 
months before the Games. 

They watched as Olympic medal cy- 
clists Sir Chris Hoy, Victoria Pendleton 
and Jason Kenny took to the saddle to 
test out the new track. 

Rayleigh, who has visited the Olym- 
pic Park several times in the past year, 
said the velodrome has always been her 
favourite structure. She told GT: “The 
roof is shaped like a Pringle crisp and 
the Siberian pine that they used to build 
the track looks fantastic.” She added: 
“It echoed a lot but when it’s full up of 
screaming supporters in 2012 the place 
is going to have an amazing atmos- 
phere.” 

After watching the cyclists, Morgan add- 
ed: “They were whizzing around the track 
so fast it made me feel dizzy! It looked re- 



ally dan- 
gerous because they are going at high 
speeds and it looks like they are going to 
knock into each other. They also have no

Starting Blocks’ 
sabre star flies 
up Euro rankings

FEARLESS young sabre fencer 
Jonathan “J.J.” Webb shot up to 56 
from 288 in the European Under 17 
rankings and celebrated by taking 
the bronze medal for Great Britain in 
an international event in Moneteau, 
France. 

Jonathan, 14, from Abbey Wood, helped 
complete a virtual clean sweep in the medals 
from a field of 90 Under 15 fencers, sharing 
the bronze with a French competitor. 

Supported for a second year by the 
Greenwich Starting Blocks trust, 
Jonathan said: “It was always part 
of a three-year plan to reach the 
medals at Moneteau and it 
has now paid off. 

“I was disappointed not 
to make the final but 
with all three of us 
fencing so well at 
the moment it was 
always going to be 
tight and it could 
have gone either 
way. 

“With the main Cadet 
season now over I should 
start the new season ranked 
second in the GB Under 17 
rankings. At the end of next 
season the top three will go to 
the world championships and 
that will be my goal.” 

William Deary (Truro) won 
the gold medal and Jonathan’s 
Camden clubmate Rubin 


Amsalem the silver. Jonathan won all his 
six poule fights, dropping only six points 
out of 30 to give him a seeding of 
fifth out of the 90. He went on to 
dispatch three French “fighters” 
in the knockout rounds before 
beating fellow English fencer 
Christian Van Nieuwburgh in the 
last 16. 

He then won a thriller in the 
quarter-final against another French 
competitor before losing 10-8 to the 
eventual winners in the semis. 
The bronze medal rounded 
off Jonathan’s first European 
season in great style and was 
named as first reserve 
for the GB team to 
fence at the Under 
17 European 
Champion- 
ships. 

Cllr 

John Fahy, 
Greenwich 
Council’s 
cabinet member for 
culture and Olympics, 
told GT: “Jonathan is 
very determined doing 
remarkably well in an 
exacting sport. 

“He’s made tremendous 
progress in a relatively short 
period of time and is a great 
Greenwich prospect, not for 
next year but certainly for 
the future.”

GREENWICH’S brilliant 
girl cricketers were among 
the medals yet again at 
Lord’s but were ultimately 
disappointed with their 
Balfour Beatty London 
Youth Games bronze medal . 

Team Manager Len Sales told 
GT: “Our best three batters 
got out for low scores against 
Bexley. The bowling was good, 
but we just didn’t do what we 
can do. So I am disappointed 
for them because they didn’t 
play to their potential. 

“They have won a medal four 
years running, so that’s a fan- 
tastic achievement when you 
think of the whole of London.” 

Greenwich had earned their 
place at Lord’s after winning 
their qualifying group at Har- 
row Leisure Centre in Febru- 
ary. 

There were over 120 young 
people aged 13 and under from 
all over London taking part in 
the Lord’s finals, watched by 
around 200 spectators, many 
of them taken there by a team 
of 25 young volunteers. 

Greenwich beat Ealing in 


the opening quarter-final of 
the day, as they hit 108 runs 
in their ten overs, the high- 
est score of the day in the 
girls’ competition. They then 
restricted their opponents to 
just 72. 

But in their semi-final, they 
lost to close rivals Bexley after 
an early batting collapse left 


them all out for 36, a total that 
Bexley surpassed with relative 
comfort. 

“Our three senior batters 
were out cheaply, one by a re- 
ally good run out,” said Len. 
“The other three girls did 
well to get us up to 36. These 
things happen - and six of the 
girls will be back next year, so

we’ve already got our team, 
with one or two others coming 
through.” 

England and Middlesex play- 
er Beth Morgan attended the 
event and presented prizes to 
all the medallists. 

Cllr John Fahy, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member 
for culture and the Olympics, 
said: “It says everything when 
our team is disappointed in 
a bronze medal in a London- 
wide competition. It looks like 
we’ll do just as well next year, 
Olympic year, and what a time 
to win gold!”

THE idea of having lunch at Shooters Hill 
Post 16 Campus immediately brought 
back bad memories of school dinners. But 
upon entering the City View Restaurant, 
that opinion flew straight out the window 
- along with my gaze - as I admired the 
stunning view that gave the City View 
restaurant its name. 

The college’s 3-Year B-Tech Catering 
Course provides the chefs, and the style 
is ‘city modern’ with a spacious design 
that ensures no bumps or scrapes whilst 
getting to your table. I chose the Bacon 
and Courgette Risotto to start, and the Pan 
Roasted Winter Herb Marinated Chicken 
Breast as a main. Other options were Leek 
and Potato Soup, Poached Code and Green 
Beans with Lemon and Caper Dressing, or 
Vegetable Lasagne with homemade garlic 
bread. The risotto was beautifully bal- 
anced: creamy arborio rice, crisp courgette 
and halved cherry tomato refreshing and 
cleansing the palate against the natural 
saltiness of the bacon. My only criticism of 
the dish is that it was too large. 

The succulent chicken breast main course 
arrived sitting on top of braised red cab- 
bage, crushed new potatoes and an unctu- 
ous mushroom and tarragon sauce which 
was complimented by every customer who 
ordered it. They also have an extensive, 
by the glass, wine list to choose from, soft 
drinks, beverages and a half litre of water

already on the table. Unfortunately - and 
yes I am blaming that risotto - 1 was way 
too full to even contemplate a dessert but 
there was a choice of Warm Bakewell Tart 
with Creme Anglaise or Chocolate Mousse 
with Coconut Macaroons. The food served 
at this establishment is first class, fine 
cuisine that I’d expect to enjoy in top city 
restaurants and the prices are ridiculously 
low, £6.20 for two courses and £7.45 for 
three courses.

Fair traders 

Fairtrade Fortnight was marked in Greenwich with a host 
of events and speciqLauests with hands on experience

FAIR-TRADING pioneers 
helped Fairtrade Fortnight 
go off with a bang when 
they launched the initiative 
at the Eltham Centre. 
Ghanaian Cocoa Farmers 
Harriet Boatemaa and Fatima 
Ali were joined at the launch 
of the fortnight (February 28 
- March 13), by Chris Page, 
a champion of the Fairtrade 
movement who started Cards 
From Africa in 2004. 

Chris set up the handmade 
greeting card company in 
Rwanda’s capital Kigali in 
2004 and began by exporting to 
North America. He moved to 
the central African country as a 
charity worker nearly a decade 
after the crippling civil war had 
finished, but reminders of the 
conflict were never far away. 

“I lived in Rwanda from 2003 
to 2008,” he said. “I was living 
in a community where there 
was a lot of adults who had lost 
both parents because of either 
genocide or the war, or Malaria 
and Aids. 

“Here were young people 
who had lost their elders and 
what they were wanting more 
than anything was to work 
themselves out of the poverty 
trap that they found themselves 
in.” 

The business thrived and he 
started importing the gift cards 
to the UK last July and now 
employs 80 Rwandans at the 
factory in Africa. 

Chris added: “The first year 
was a bit of a challenge as I 
was trying to learn the culture 
and learn the language. Once I 
was able to communicate and 
understand it was wonderful - 
a real highlight of my life.” 

The annual two-week event 
is to raise the profile of goods 
which are sold in this country 
and give Third World producers 
a fair price. 

“I wanted to go and help 
Rwandan startup businesses 
and to also create employment,” 
the entrepreneur said. “Because 
of the way the company was 
set up, it went hand in glove 
with Fairtrade which it is all 
about justice and getting a fair 
pay for a fair day’s work. My 
motives were never to make a 
lot of money from the business 
rather to make a difference to 
people’s lives.” 

He no longer lives in Africa and 
runs the growing business from 
the UK, but the quality of the 
product is all important, Chris 
says. 

“Some of the cards get designed 
in Rwanda, some in the UK 
and we email the designs out 
to them and they make them 
up. If we’re happy with the 


prototypes we put them on the 
website and start selling them.” 
The real measure of the 
Fairtrade venture’s success is 
the amount of the money that 
the producers actually see. 

“It’s a commonly asked 
question,” he admits. “We 
try to ensure that none of our 
workers go home with less 
than 35,000 Rwandan Francs a 
month. 

“That’s only about £40, but 
to put that in perspective a 
primary school teacher, a nurse 



or a soldier would get slightly 
less than that.” 

None of the staff have been to 
university, yet they are earning 
as much as professional people 
in Rwanda, Chris adds. 

“There is a waiting list of over 
100 people who would like to 
work for us but at the moment 
we don’t have the demand,” he 
says. 

Each card is handmade and 
takes over half an hour to 
make. They are on sale in most 
Oxfam shops for about £3, and 
the prices reflect the amount of 
work that goes into them. 

Also at the event was Sophi 
Tranchell MBE, Chair of the 
London Fairtrade Campaign 
and Tal Drory of Fairtrade 
chocolatiers Divine Chocolate. 
Other events over the fortnight 


included a Fairtrade market 
and a night of music at Charlton 
House. 

John Fahy, the council’s 
member for culture and 
Olympics and co-chair of 
Greenwich’s Fairtrade Network 
was at the launch. He said: “As 
an official Fairtrade borough 
since 2006, Greenwich’s 
commitment to supporting the 
initiative increases yearly. 
“Supporting Fairtrade is an 
opportunity for all of us to 
make a tangible contribution 
to the well-being of those less 
fortunate and I sincerely hope 
that we all take the opportunity 
to play our part.”

IT’S big. It’s doing lots of things at once. And it’s working. 
The Eltham Centre in Archery Road is now three years 
old. It’s part of Greenwich Council’s concept of delivering 
local services under one roof, and it will be trumpeting 
its success with an open day for both regulars and 
newcomers next month. The £>20 million building - all 
7,248 square-metres of it - stretches back from the old 
Eltham Library frontage on the high street. Locals loved 
it from the start, and when an electrical fault caused 


a serious fire last February, they showed patience and 
co-operation as the council worked to restore services. 
Dedicated staff turned out in force, the centre’s library 
was re-open within one week, and everything else has 
come back in stages, culminating with the re-launch of 
the creche at the beginning of this year. Now it’s time to 
celebrate, and GT’s PAT GREENWOOD got a preview of 
what’s currently on offer at the centre this spring... 


T HE Eltham Centre opens 
its doors to regulars and 
newcomers to showcase its 
facilities and activities on 
Saturday, April 16. 

The fun begins at 9.30am when author 
and artist, Guy Bass, invites children to 
help him create something six-feet high 
and scary for the Eltham Centre foyer. 
Meanwhile, young visitors can collect 
quiz-sheets which will take them all 
around the building, testing their 
observation, and maybe earning them a 
prize. 

Other highlights of the day include: Guy 
Bass reading from his books, a chance 
to borrow two DVDs for the price of 
one, reduced-price family swims in the 
afternoon, and offers in the OJ’s Cafe. 


The Eltham Centre welcomes an 
average of 18,000 visitors each week, and 
just over 10,500 use the library. 

Over 1,000 people call at the heart 
of the centre, the big service desk 
in the middle of the ground floor, 
for information and advice about 
Greenwich Council services and 
residents can now make council 
payments seven days a week using 
the new Payments Kiosk - rather 
than travelling to the civic offices in 
Woolwich. 

A total of 95 per cent of customers are 
waiting less than 20 minutes to be seen 
by a service advisor, and a regular 
customer feedback survey is revealing a 
94 per cent satisfaction rate. 

A similar service desk at the new 



Woolwich Centre in Wellington Street, 
Woolwich, is due to open later this year. 

E LTHAM great-grandmother 
Margaret Thompson, 79, left her 
mobility-bike at the entrance to buy 
food-waste bags at the counter. 

She said: “One of my grand-daughters 
comes in here for the keep-fit classes. 
Staff here are very polite, and from 
what I’ve seen of this Centre, it’s very 
good.” 

Greenwich Council leader Chris Roberts 
said: “The Eltham Centre has been 
an amazing success. It’s a brand new 
way of delivering advice, information, 
leisure and library services all under 
one roof, and we are hoping to replicate 
its achievements at the new Woolwich 
Centre from this summer.” 

T HE centre’s library is a mammoth 
success story. 

It’s an extension of the former Eltham 
High Street building, and, since it 
opened, local membership has doubled 
and it’s now the busiest library in the 
borough. 

When it’s closed, quick-choice books can 
still be checked out up until 7.45pm on 
weekdays and 4.45pm on the weekend. 
Book Groups are running on the third 
Tuesday afternoon of the month, and 
also in the centre’s OJ’s cafe from 
6.45pm on the third Thursday of the 
month. There’s a Chinese Book Group 
every quarter on a Saturday afternoon 
and a Chatterbooks reading club for 
eight to 11-year-olds. 

Baby and toddler rhyme-times are 
proving so popular - on Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Friday mornings - that 



there are now more sessions than ever. 
There are over 40 computers in the 
library, along with a “quiet study” area 
and a “teen zone”. 

THE venue has its own Children’s 
Centre and parents and carers can 
register their details at the service desk 
to be kept up-to-date with the activities 
on offer. 

Speech and language therapists will be 
back again in May, there are regular 
oral health sessions and hearing-tests 
and there are plans to have a weekly 
walk-in baby clinic from the end 
of April. Greenwich Toy Library is 
coming, Greenwich Council’s Family 
Information Service (FIS) has displays 
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and special events, and GLLaB, the 
borough’s local labour and business 
scheme, does work and training advice 
sessions in conjunction with JobCentre 
Plus all day on Fridays. 

G LL runs a fitness suite in the 

building and it is piloting a range of 
London initiatives in the centre’s pools. 
It received “Inclusive Fitness Initiative” 
accreditation for its Eltham service 
almost as soon as it opened, and it now 
attracts scores of people of all ages - 
both GLL leisure centre members and 
Greenwich Card holders. 

It hosted the first Swimming 
Championships for all five London 
Olympic boroughs in November, as well 
as the Mayor of Greenwich’s charity 
swim the month before. 




Now a new scheme, believed to be the 
first of its kind in London, is inviting 
young people aged 16 and under with 
disabilities or special needs to come 
with a parent or carer to take part 
in half-hour Learn to Swim classes 
for a small fee in the Spa Pool on 
Wednesdays after school and early on 
Saturday mornings. 

From this week, GLL leisure centre 
members and Greenwich Card holders 
may be eligible for a soft-play session 
from 1pm on Wednesdays for under- 
fives with additional needs who are 
unable to access mainstream sessions, 
as well as a Thursday afternoon Spa 
Pool session.

L ONDON Leisure College, working 
in conjunction with Greenwich 
Community College and GLL, is 
running a whole range of courses 
upstairs in the Eltham Centre. 

Open evenings from 6pm on both 
April 7 and May 19 for young people 
aged 16 to 18 and their parents will 
unveil a brand new “Passport to 
Careers” scheme which is starting 
this September. It will offer one-year 
courses in fitness, leisure, and football 
coaching - with work placements and a 
guaranteed job interview. 

The college is also 
launching a two-year 
foundation degree in 
Events Management 


this autumn in partnership with the 
University of Greenwich and AEG 
which manages The 02. 

There is also a range of BTEC 
vocational courses and “access to 
higher education” courses, as well as a 
fast-track 15-week cabin crew course for 
people of all ages, and a similar one in 
airport passenger-services, also with a 
guaranteed interview with an airline at 
the end.

Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with an 
urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941. Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office.

Most music is now sold through downloads and iTunes, and there has 
been a dip in physical music sales. But Andrew Nisbet talks to a couple 
of Greenwich record shops which are seeing a real resurgence... 


At t'f licks... 


WALK into 
l I I i Greenwich’s 

4 Music and Video 
r Exchange today, 
and you’d be 
forgiven for thinking that 
little has changed within the 
four walls since it opened to 
the public ten years ago. And 
you’d probably be right. 

The hunched figures of 
music aficionados thumbing 
through stacks of LPs, the 
musty smell of vinyl in the 
air, and the syncopated 
rhythms of an Afro-beat 
album drifting through the 
shop give the store a timeless 
quality that lies a million 
miles from the homogenised 
aisles of the chain store 
retailers. 

While much of the music 
industry has been in a 
perpetual state of disarray 
since the turn of the century, 
MVE - and others like it - 
seem to exist beneath the 
radar of the consumer 
trends which have caused 
so many of the big guns 
to spend the last decade 
licking their wounds. 

An odyssey of vinyl 
stretches across the 
shelves, ranging 
from Tina Turner to 
‘60s vampire movie 
soundtracks. And there 
are signs that the 
music-buying public 
may be turning their 
backs on CDs, says 
store manager Jamie 
Upton, who has seen a rise 
in vinyl sales which may be 
filling the void. 

“In an era where most music 
can be obtained for free 
via downloads or streams, 
vinyls appeal to people who 
like having the real thing”, 
enthuses Jamie as we sit 
amongst the random piles 
of records, CDs and DVDs 
that the store has recently 
gleaned from sellers. Indeed, 
many a purist might argue 
that there is a special feeling 
about taking a 12” LP out of 
its sleeve and putting it on a 
record player. For many it’s a 
ritual which offers a personal 
physicality absent in the 
digital age. 

The ‘nothing legal refused’ 
motto of the store’s purchase 
policy also means that 
you’re always likely to find 
something unexpected within 
the shelves. 

“It’s the pleasure of knowing

you’re never going to see the 
same layout again which 
appeals to many of those 
who come into second hand 
shops,” says Jamie. 

The rich mixture of clientele 
that the store enjoys through 
its presence on Greenwich 
Church Street means that 
whether it’s students coming 
in to scour the stock for 
hidden gems or tourists 
wanting to take home a 
‘Clash, Beatles or Queen’ 
album, there is a tangible 
customer base that isn’t quite 
ready to give up their record 
players just yet. 

And it’s the same story round 
the corner on Creek Road 
at Casbah Records. Tucked 
away inside the Beehive 
emporium, it’s run by 
brothers Graham and Tony 
Davis. Tony says that there 


is a new generation of 
listener discovering vinyl: 
“We have a lot of younger 
people coming in, who may 
have become disinterested 
with iPods and want to 
reconnect with music,” he 
says. “They are tired of their 
music effectively being a 
collection of digital Is and 
Os. And then there is the 
whole experience of having 
something to physically 
put on the turntable - we’re 
finding that vinyls are 
increasingly outselling CDs.” 
For many people record stores 
like these are the last bastions 
of a unique culture that gave 
real value to music and, for 
many, records remain the 
ultimate music medium. Back 
at MVE Jamie points out 
that a lot of the store’s 
customers already have 
the same music on their 
computer hard drives. 

“They still have an 
attachment to physical 
music products that 
keeps them coming 
back to the shop,” he 
says. 

But with an ever- 
increasing generation 
of music consumers 
who only get their 
music through 
Spotify, iTunes or bit 
torrents, are record 
stores in danger of 


becoming a forgotten relic? 
It’s hard to say whether MVE 
and Casbah are bucking the 
trend or part of a general 
resurgence for independent 
record shops. The future for 
high street shops is unwritten 
and it is possible this could 
be one of the last generations 
who actively remember 
physical music. “When they 
stop buying records we’ll see 
what happens,” says Jamie. 
For now though, records are 
still hitting decks, and this 
isn’t new territory for vinyl: 
its death knell was sounded 
with the advent of cassettes, 
CDs and even laserdisc, and 
it has so far outlived them all. 
Indeed, says Tony, “If I was a 
betting man, I’d say that CDs 
will die out before vinyl.” 



Best of 
the west 


EAST IS EAST a decade ago 
pPI W as a highly amusing comedy 
about cultural integration in 
the socially intolerant Britain 
of the 1 970s. Its sequel, West Is West is 
long overdue but its underlying themes 
of social and cultural integration, finding 
one’s place in the world and the conflict 
between duty and love are as relevant 
as ever. 

While East Is East focused on the light- 
hearted aspects of a mixed-race family’s 
struggle to integrate, WIW takes a more 
serious tone. Sajid (Aqib Khan) - the 
youngest of Pakistani immigrant, George 
Khan’s (Om Puri) seven children - is torn 
between his British roots and his father’s 
insistence that he follow the strict 
disciplines of the Muslim faith. Bullied by 
racists at school (and his father at home), 
he finally cracks and is punished by being 
dragged off to Pakistan to discover his 
true self. Sajid’s is not the only voyage 
of self-discovery. George finds himself 
tormented by guilt at abandoning his first 
wife and daughters thirty years earlier. 

He resolves to make amends but and 
in so doing questions his identity. What 
is he and to whom does he belong? 

This is where the film begins to suffer 
from plot overload. Parallel sub-plots 
include Sajid meeting a spiritual guru, 
his brother looking for love and George’s 
first wife unexpectedly arriving in search 
of her husband. As with East is East, 
George and Ella steal the show despite 
a more than competent performance 
for Sajid. George is an excellent bully, 
aggressive and violent and verbally 
abusive: “Bastard son shows me no 
respect,” he frequently laments to his 
wife. Ella is wonderful, endlessly patient 
and understanding and hugely respectful 
of his beliefs she is the glue that holds 
the family together as well as tirelessly 
running their chippie in Salford. In a 
memorable scene, she and George’s first 
wife discuss George’s shabby treatment 
of them both - albeit neither speak a 
word of the other’s language. 

Writer and Director, Ayub Khan-Din, just 
manages to knit these multiple strands 
together to a satisfactory conclusion. 
However, those of you looking for a 
deeper analysis of social and cultural 
turmoil will be disappointed, albeit that 
the film makes some powerfully implicit 
statements about the ultimate success 
of ethnic integration across multiple 
generations.

At least they seem safe from relegation

If League One had a plug- 
hole, bid farewell to Charl- 
ton’s promotion hopes as 
they disappear down it. 

There is, though, a silver lin- 
ing. They probably have enough 
points to stave off relegation 
but, blimey, those Premiership 
days belong to a bygone age and 
a different club. 

Banished to the grandstand, 
meanwhile, for a spot of un- 
pleasantness after the previous 
home game against Tranmere, 
new manager Chris Powell at 
least had perspective to draw 
the same conclusions as the 
rest of The Valley. Dollars to 
doughnuts they were gloomy, 
dismal, soul sapping. Pick any 
one of three. Or all three. 

This is a side without direc- 
tion, purpose or heart, a col- 
lection of tackle dodgers who 
provide easy pickings for the 
mediocre, though entirely wor- 


thy, likes of Brentford. 

Victors in both league encoun- 
ters with Charlton, with a John- 
stone’s Paint Trophy knockout 
making up a notable hat-trick 
of success, the Bees might even 
have settled for a useful goalless 
draw until, with a minute left, 
Charlton’s ineptitude plumbed 
new depths. 

Left-footed ex-Addick Myles 
Weston’s outswinging corner 
was headed downward by tow- 
ering centre back Leon Legge 
through the goal-area chaos and 
skipped into the net. The goal 
was greeted by another touch- 
ingly loyal crowd not so much 
with shock as weary resigna- 
tion. Their capacity for white- 
hot anger peaked weeks ago. 

To be fair to the stricken Ad- 
dicks, their own centre half 
Miguel Llera had already pro- 
duced a more deserving header 
than Legge’s but came up emp- 
ty-handed. Meeting Alan Mc- 
Cormack’s free kick at the far 
post early in the second half, 


Llera nodded skilfully back 
across Richard Lee but was des- 
perately unlucky to hit the bar. 
The big Spaniard tried again 
from McCormack’s left wing 
corner but Lee resourcefully 
scooped the ball off the line. 

There was a little more to 
Charlton in the first half than 
there has been recently and 
Therry Racon brought the best 
out of Lee with a fiercely angled 
drive on the quarter hour. 

New boy Frank Nouble, a cu- 
rious blend of jawdropping 
naivete and and incongruous 
sophistication, shot weakly at 
Lee, for Scott Wagstaff to pick 
up the rebound, burst into the 
area but fire narrowly over the 
bar. As the briefly perky home 
side continued on top, Llera 
demonstrated his aerial power 
by heading another McCorma- 
ck corner inches too high and 
Bradley Wright-Phillips tested 
Lee with a rasping low effort. 
It wasn’t as impressive as it 
sounds. 


The interval withdrawal of 
captain Christian Dailly hardly 
helped the cause. Dailly-Llera 
clearly make up Charlton’s best 
centre back partnership, with 
the scandalously derided Llera 
a genuine threat to score from 
setpieces. Stepping in for Dailly, 
Jonathan Fortune coped reason- 
ably well but Dailly’s leadership 
was missed. Still, defeat by the 
unambitious West Londoners 
seemed a remote possibility. 

A becalmed second half pot- 
tered along with Brentford com- 
fortable but reluctant to take 
chances. Well led by the street- 
wise Gary Alexander, they im- 
proved when Weston replaced 
Sam Saunders shortly after 
the break, without suggesting 
that they had it in them to force 
the issue. A low cross from Al- 
exander passed dangerously 
untouched across goal, while 
Llera alertly blocked Alexander 
as the strapping striker turned 
with menace at close range. 

This mid-table pair of tooth- 


less also-rans were clearly des- 
tined to share the shoddy spoils 
until the Bees stirred themslves 
for one last effort. 

A right wing corner, shrewdly 
won by Alexander off Matt Fry, 
was taken short by Weston, 
swung in by Marcus Bean and 
touched away by Ross Worner 
for a second flagkick from the 
opposite side. 

Weston crossed over to do the 
honours again; for what hap- 
pened next, refer to the third 
paragraph above. And don’t 
bother with the plug. We’re all 
washed up here anyway.
